Largest Em ployers^ Labor, Buyers of 
Steel and Coal,and Taxpayers 
in the Country 


In the beginning of the present ar­ 
ticle on the railroad situation it is 
pertinent to remind the reader that 
the transportation companies and the 
public face eaqh other under radically 
changed conditions today from those 
which prevailed a few years ago. 
On 
the one hand, the Inter-State Com­ 
merce Commission and the different 
states, either through 
their 
public 
service commission 
or 
legislatures 
say what rates the railroads shall 
charge lur service. 
On 
the 
oilier 
hand, Hie proposal made in the pres­ 
ent congress that 
the 
Inter-State 
Commerce commission ho empowered 
to pass upon all new railroad securi­ 
ties before they can he placed upon 
the market and like powers have al­ 
ready been 
conferred 
within 
the 
states upon the different Public Ser­ 
vice 
Commissions, 
means 
(hat 
the last vestige of control over their 
I malices will have been taken away 
from the railroads and that hence­ 
forth their fate lies absolutely in the 
hollow of the People’s hands. 
Furthermore, it must be said for 
the stockholders and me managers of 
the roads that they have no protest 
to offer against this stringent govern­ 
mental regulation. The only plea they 
make is that the value of their se­ 
curities he not destroyed and that 
they he jiermitted to receive living 
rates so they may continue to render 
efficient and adequate service to the 
people. 
The proposal t<» submit all 
new* securities to official invesliga- 
tion before they are placed upon. the 
market, if fairly interpreted and ex­ 
ercised, will nave the approval of 
nine out 
of 
ten 
railroad 
officials 
throughout tile country. 
In view of 
these changed 
conditions 
therefore 
and the fact that the people have 
taken over the entire control and reg­ 
ulation of the railroads, why should 
they not he as fair to, them as they 
ate to all other great national indus­ 
tries?

In hist week’s article tile grave 
crisis which confronts the railroads 
because of the European war, which 
has indefinitely closed 
the 
foreign 
money markets to tliem, was briefly 
explained. 
The fact was also cited 
that American railroads are not own­ 
ed by a few rich men, as many have 
thoughtlessly come to believe—that 
on the contrary, 95 per cent of their 
ownership is in the hands of hundreds 
of thousands of stockholders largo 
and small, furtheromre that all tai.4 
old line life 
insurance 
companies, 
hundreds of savings and other banks, 
benevolent 
institutions, 
etc., 
have 
many millions of their assets invest­ 
ed in railroad bonds, ami that there­ 
fore millions of holders of life in­ 
surance policies and bank depositors 
are vitally concerned in preserving 
the full value of 
these 
securities, 
which have always been regarded as 
the greatest and soundest basic in­ 
vestment in the nation. 
Where Railroad Receipts Go. 
W'e now wish to briefly analyze 
what the raTroads do with ihe money 
which they collect for carrying freight 
and passengers in order that the 
reader may realize what a tremen­ 
dous factor they are in the every day 
business of life and prosperity of the 
country. 
Just as the idea has pre­ 
vailed in the minds of many that the 
railroads are owned by a handful of 
rich men, so the thought has also 
found deep root that they collect mil­ 
lions of dollars from the public which 
goes into the coffers of the few* and 
which is permanently am oved from 
the thrift and industry of the people. 
At the end of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1913, the records at Wash­ 
ington show* that the railroads of the 
United States had co llected a gross 
income from all b ra n d ies 
o f their 
amounting to $3,118,929,318. 
$1*373,830,589 was paid

service

dollar they took in was immediately 
Paid cut to the hundreds of thousands 
ol nu u 
women whom they employ 
hi the conduct ol their business. For 
maintenance of way, equipment, de­ 
pots, etc., they distributed $929,167,- 
or almost another billion dollars 
and in this vast item tho reader can 
grasp what railroad prosperity means 
to the great steel mills, the lumber 
and coal industry, the big car and lo­ 
comotive building concerns and other 
sources of railroad supplies. In taxes 
thej paid out the enormous sum of 
$129,052,922, which helped to main­ 
tain Hie public schools, public high­ 
ways and other revenue expenses of 
every state, county and 
incorporated 
town and city in the country. 
After 
paying their operating expenses, the 
interest on their funded debt aud 
dividends on their stock, which aver­ 
aged only 4.28 per cent, the railways 
had left in 1913 a balance of $183,- 
705,547 with which to make improve­ 
ments and to use as a surplus fund 
for emergencies of one kind and an­ 
otia-r. 
In other words, after the rail­ 
ways got through paying for their 
labor, steel, lumber, 
coal, 
interest, 
dividends and other 
necessary 
ex­ 
penses, the above $1S3,705,547 was all 
the surplus they had left for them­ 
selves out of an income of more than 
three billion dollars, and this, too, 
upon properties worth tho gigantic 
sum of twenty billions. 
Thus it can 
he seen that on the basis of the pres­ 
ent rates the railroads pay back to 
tile public in one way and another 
practically every dollar they receive 
for sen ice. 
As was stated in the 
previous article, the operating income 
of Hie railroads for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1914, was $120,000,000 
less than tor 1913—while expenses 
and taxes were $76,000,000 
greater. 
It can therefore he reen at a glance 
that unless the railroads are given 
some increase in rates in the very 
near future the time when many of 
them will go upon the rocks of finan­ 
cial ruin is not far off—and yet t::e 
slight increase 
necessary 
to 
slfve 
them is so small that tho average cit- 
i/.i ii would not he conscious of it 
after it had gone into effect. 
In a 
future article this question will he 
more fully discussed. 
A Barometer of Prosperity. 
It is an old saying that when the 
railroads are prosperous everybody is 
prosperous—and the manner in which 
their income is disbursed, as above 
explained, tells the reason 
why. 
iii 
short, for years they have been re­ 
garded as the great business barom­ 
eter of the nation. No other industry 
in the country employs so many men 
as do the railroads—and furthermore 
it is high grade labor employed upon 
as lucrative a basis as obtains in any 
other large industry. 
When times 
arc good Hearty two million people. 
first and last, derive their living from 
the railroads 
and when 
this 
vast 
army is working full tittie and is con­ 
tented. the millions they pay out for 
merchandise and for the living neces­ 
sities produced on tin' farm cannot 
help hut have a 
tremendous 
effect 
upon the commerce and agriculture 
of the* country. 
But this is only haW 
the 
story. 
Aside from ’he nearly two million op­ 
eratives directly, employed upon toe 
railroads in normal Units, the hun­ 
dreds of thousands of men who work 
in the great, steel mills, 
the 
coal 
mines, the lumber industry and in 
tao big car and lo com otive shops are 
equally vitally affected—for when the 
railroads are making 
extensive 
im­ 
provements and buying 
hoax ily 
of 
these supplies it means that these 
great 
industries 
are 
running 
full 
blast, while when the ’•.inroads are 
subsisting only upon absolute neces­ 
sities it means many of them are only 
working half shift. 
W hy Men Are Idle. 
Every man who reads the news­ 
papers knows that our large cities 
have been crowded with idle men for 
a num ber of years. This has not been 
due so much to politics, hut rather 
that w’e have been passing through 
one of the most marked business de­ 
pressions in the lnstoi\ of the coun­ 
try a period of readjustment in the 
industrial world, in which a groping 
after sound economic policies, bad 
crops, etc., Ew e all played their part. 
That much of the troubled situation 
in the labor world, however, has been 
due to the fact that 
the

have been and are now facing the 
most critical period in their history 
is so true that extended argument is 
superfluous.
